SUSPICIOUS CASE AT HAVANA. | 


Naval Commandant Makes Report to 
Washington Officials. 
Washington, August 4.—Admiral Crom- 
well, commandant of the naval station 
at Havana, has advised the navy depart- 
ment that a suspicious case resembling 
yellow fever occurred among the marines 
constituting the small garrison at the 
Machina wharf fn Havana harbor. The 
marine was at once removed to a hospital 

and the case tsolated. 

The dispatch was received two days ago, 
but was not made known until today. 
Since then no word has come from the 
admiral or from the naval surgeon in 
charge, and this !s taken to indicate that 
nothing serlous !s apprehended. The na- 
val authorities feel no apprehension over 
the report of a yellow fever suspect at 
Havana. The naval quarters at the old 
Machina wharf were thoroughly over- 


hauled last spring, all the old wood was | 


torn out and a complete fresh equipment 
was put tn. 

Surgeon General Van Reypen, of the 
navy, says there is every facility at Ta- 
vana to care for any suspect cases. There 
is a well appointed hospital at the Ma- 
china wharf, with: accommodations for 
ten patients.

'GOAT MEAT SOLD AS MUTTON.

Thousands of Quadrupeds Shipped 
from Texas to Kansas City. 
Kansas City, Mo., August 4—Numbers 
of Texas goats have been marketed in 
Kansas City during the past few weeks. 
During the month of July there was one 
consignment of 3,500 head, and another of 

1,000 head,. all being angora grades. 

The goats haye been slaughtered in 
Kansas City and The Times states that 
all of this goat meat hag been put upon 
the market as mutton.

MAY CALL FOR lS RESIGNATION 


The Caucus Was Decided Upon Early 
Yesterday Morning—What a 
Prominent Member of 
Council Has To Say 
of the Matter. 


Unless Mayor James G. Woodward's 
resignation is fortcoming by 4 o'clock 
this afternoon a caucus of the general 
council will be held at that hour to take 
formal action looking to his removal from 
office. 

This decision was tacitly agreed upon by 
a majority of the members of the council 
early yesterday morning and a formal call 
was issued for a meeting this afternoon, 
after a careful investigation of the facts 
which culminated in a newspaper article 
which appeared in The Savannah Morning 
News of Thursday morning. 

Following is the article in question: 


Atlanta, August 2—Among the city 
politicians there has been a good deal 
of speculation today as to the proba- 

bility of Mayor Woodward offering his 
‘resignation in the near future. 

The talk grows out of the charges 
made by Dr. Broughton against the 
mayor, six weeks ago, and the mayor's 
subsequent pledge to reform or resign. 
The mayor, it appears from the stories 
going the rounds today, has not suc- 
ceeded in living up to his promises, and 
hence his resignation is being specu- 
lated upon. 

According to the story that 1¢-ovened 
the affair today, Mayor Woodward at- 
tracted a good deal of attention last 
night by his appearance at a cake walk 
at a suburban resort, armed with a 
bottle of champagne in one coat pocket 
and a bottle of something else in the 
other.

told some of his friends goodnight at 
a downtown restaurant, at 2 o'clock 
this morning, it was with the assur- 
ance that he had had it.

To crdinary 
observation he appeared to be utterly ir- 
relevant to such a position, for he was 
an eminent lawyer in the prime of life, 
in full and successful practice, with 
marked and conspicuous capacity for the 
highest work of the profession, whether 
at the bar or on the bench. He seemed ce- 
voted to the law and dedicated to its ser- 
vice for life. His election as chancellor 
by the Loard of trustees was a surprise 
to the whole state, and the mainspring 
of the surprise was that his fitness for 
the station was so obvious when cnce sug- 
gested, and yet had been entirely over- 
looked. alike by the press and by the peo- 
ple. As in the case of many other irven- 
tions of the most useful character, the 
discovery seemed the most natural thing 
in the world after it was made, though it 
required a high order of genius to 
make ijt. 

“So impressed am T with the worth of 
the invention, the talent and merit of the 
inventor, and the great public service 
which he has rendered by imparting his 
discovery to the board of trustees, and 
through them to the world, that I beg 
leave to propose his health as a special 
toast at the banquet. Rightly drvnk, the 
combined waters of Helleon and Castalia 
would be required, but as thoair remote- 
ness forbids thele present use, *he iimpid 
fluid of the Macon waterworks may be 
substituted with my full approbation.

The suggestion of Mr. Hill for chancellor 
originated with Mr. Dessau, and at the 
recent annual meeting of the Georgia Bart 
Assoclation, at Warm Springs, Mr. Des- 
sau mentioned the matter to United States 
Senator A. O. Bacon, who is also a trus- 
tee of the University of Georgia. Senator 
Bacon was profoundly impressed with the 
suggestion, and when the board of trus- 
tees met soon after, Senator Jacon put 
Mr. Hill in nomination, and he was elect- 
ed.

‘PARTICULARS OF THE LYNCH- 


ING IN EARLY COUNTY. 


Lewis Henderson Told Mr. Bowman 
That He Was Guilty—How the 
Negro Was Killed. 


Blakely, Ga., August 4.—(Spectal.)—On 
Tuesday last another rape was attempted 
in Early county by a half-witted negro 
named Lewis Henderson, on the six-year- 
old daughter of Mr. J. W. Bowman, a re- 
spectable planter living ten miles west of 
Blakely. 

The negro, {t seems, was apprehended 
when just in the act of committing the 
crime by a little brother of the child, -@ho 
at once gave the alarm. Mr. Bowman 
secured the negro and proceeded immedl- 
ately to town with the Intention, It is pre- 
sumed, of turning him over to the offi- 
cers, but after reaching town and naving 
consultation with friends, who adctised 
that a sound thrashing be administered 


these parts forever, though the .sheriff 
insisted upon the custody of the prisoner, 
Mr. Bowman declined to turn him over.

the advice of friends, returned home with 
Henderson, who confessed to Bowman 
on their way home that he would have as- 
saulted his lHttle daughter but for the 
timely appearance of her brother; tbat 
this was the second or third attempt he 
had made, and that he also intended to 
assault her the first opportunity that pre- 
sented itself. 

The negro when asked why he had at- 
tempted the outrage, said he didn’t know, 
unless it was because the old Devil had 
got into him. 

Henderson had lived with Mr. Bowmanh 
for many years and though not bright had 
é¢lways conducted himself in an humble 
and obedient manner, and for this reason, 
it is supposed, Mr. Bowman was inclined 
to be lighter in 
than he otherwise would have done, and 
after reflection he - decided yesterday to 
return to town with him, and have him 
placed in jail and tried for an attempt 
to rape, which would have sent him to 
the penitentiary for a term of vears;: but 
upon reaching the suburbs of town He was 
met by a determined crowd, who 
charge of Henderson, carried him to a 
swamp just south of town, turned him 
loose, told him to, move on and as he 
did so he was literally riddled with bul- 
lets. It was several hours before it was 
generally known throughout the town.

ly, proper accommodations and cone | 
veniences for the traveling public. | 
Should they build jointly or separately, | 
the improvements they make will be | 
upon their own property, and they | 
will withdraw from occupation of the | 
mudshack which now stands upon the | 
state’s property. Their present use | 
of the mudshack gives great value to 
the state’s property. When they cease 
to use and occupy it the property will 
lose a part of its value, and present 
and prospective lessees of the state 
road will take that fact into consider- 
ation. As matters stand at present, 
the Southern pays to the lessees, for 
the privilege of dumping its passengers 
in the mudshack, about $35,000 a vear, 
the equivalent of a month’s rental of 
the Western and Atlantic railway. 

This, with the entrance fees paid 
by the other’ roads, adds to the value 
of the state’s property. Nevertheless, 
the roads which have been cited by the 
commission to provide adequate ac- 
commodation for their passengers can- 
not in the nature of things build 
on the state’s property. The matter 
is of such considerable interest to the 
State from a practical business point of 
view that a suggestion has been made 
which is perhaps worthy of consider- 
ation by those who have the state’s 
interests in their keeping. 

This suggestion is to the effect that 
the state, which owns the property 
from Loyd to Whitehall, proceed in 
its own behalf to erect a passenger 
station capable of accommodating all 
the roads. A station in keeping with 
the necessities of the case would cost 
about $500,000 complete. If the state 
constitution did not inhibit, the state 
could borgew this money at 3 per cent, 
which would involve the payment of 
$15,000 a year in interest. Against 
this charge may be placed the amount 
which the state would receive from 
the roads for the privilege of entering 
and occupying the station. 

At present the Southern pays $35,000 
@ year for these privileges, and is 
compelled to place some of its passen- 
ger trains on an outside track. It is 
fair to say, therefore, that the roads 
would be willing to pay at least $50,000 
a year for the privileges of a magenifi- 
cent new passenger station, the amount 
to be prorated among them. Deduct 
from that sum the interest charge 
against the state of $15,000, and you 
would have an annual income from 
the investment of $35.000—a perpetual 
income, too, which would tend to 
increase rather than decrease. No sa- 
gacity is necessary to discover in this 
suggestion the policy of real econo- 
omy. 

A business man, with the necessary 
capital, or with the credit to secure 
it on favorable terms, would not hes- 
itate two minutes over such a propo- 
sition; but the state is not an indi- 
vidual, and whatever is to be done 
about the matter depends on time and 
the uncertain temper and mood of those 
who may represent the commonwealth 

in its legislative capacity. 

Tt should be borne in mind, how- 
ever, that, with respect to business 
enterprises and investments, Georgia 
occupiés a position altogether differ- 
ent from most other states. Her 
history commits her to a monumental 
business investment in her own name 
and behalf.

“Those,” he de- 
clared, “who have so much to say about 
technicalities are either demagogues 
or ignoramuses who do not know a 
technicality from a great constftutional 
provision.” This sweeping rhetoric 
goes very far. Some very well known 
lawyers have, on occasion, complained 
of the disposition on the part of their 
brethren at the bar to ignore princi- 
ples and take advantage of technicali- 
ties, and this disposition has been put 
forward by men familiar with the law 
as one of the reasons for the delay in 
cMminal cases.

What the learned men of the state 
should bear in mind is the fact that 
nine-tenths of the white population 
of the state are ignoramuses so far as 
an expert knowledge of the law is con- 
cerned, and it is this great body on 
which we must depend for the re-en- 
thronement of the law in cases which 
now call for the rope and the rifle. The 
lynching business appears to be car- 
ried on mainly by those who, in mo- 
ments of excitement, do not stop to 
consider whether the law is this, that 
or the other. ‘The origin of the prac- 
tice, as Judge Guerry perceives, is of 
far less importance than a remedy for 
it. Whatever that remedy may be, it 
must renew in the minds of those who 
offend, belief in and respect for the law 
and the courts as embodying the only 
safe and sure defense of society at large 
as well as individuals. 

Perceiving this, Judge Guerry offered 
in his address the outlines of a Dill 
which he thinks would remedy the 
lynching evil. This bill continues 
the organization of the grand jury 
from one term of court to the oyher, 
and makes that body and its members 
conservators of the peace; provides for 
called meetings of the grand jury by 
the foreman and other members; 
makes disclosures of jury secrets pun- 
ishable; empowers and requires the 
grand jury and each member to disperse 
mobs, and hedges them with all the 
protection the law can elve. 

In short, the proposed bill makes of 
the grand jury a vital and an active or- 
ganization in the preservation of peace 
and in the promotion of good order, 
and requires it to serve at called terms 
of court; provides that witnesseg may 
be summoned at once to attend called 
terms, and for appointment of counsel 


if parties can get ready; provides for 
immediate hearing of motion of new 
trial. immediate bill of exceptions, and 
immediate hearing in supreme court. 

We need not proceed further with the 
outline. It is sufficient to say that it 
provNlies for what may be called a 
shorthand method of trial in certain 
cases and méets fully the objections 
of those who claim that delay in the 
courts is responsible for the lynching.

THE RENT FLURRY 
IN BIRMINGHAM 


The row over rents in Birmingham ts 
attracting attention In other cities and 
towns. 

It seems that some of the. landlords in 
Birmingham propose to advange rents 
from 25 to 150 per cent. They claim that 
this is justified by the prosperous buast- 
ness conditions of the city. 

The merchants say that they cannot 
afford to submit to such an_ increase. 
They held a mass meeting the other night 
and several lively speeches were made. 


It seems that the real estate agents also 
conduct an insurance business. Taking 
advantage of this fact, the merchants rep- 
resented in the meeting almost unani- 
mously agreed to withdraw their insur- 
ance from the agents if they forced rents 
up to unreasonable figures. 

The merhants then pledged themselves 
to use their influence with the banks to 
press the real estate men to be more 
moderate in their demands. 

They also agreed that no merchant 
should rent his neighbor's place unless he 
first had an understanding with him and 
found that he was going to move of his 
own free will. 


The speakers admitted that business 
had improved, and values had Increased, 
but they expressed the opinion that the 
proposed big advance in rents Was prac- 
tically highway robbery. 

All conceded the justice of an advance.

Civil Service Competition for Postal 
Clerks and Letter Carriers on 
September 6th. 

An order was received at the Atlanta 
postoffice yesterday ordering an exami- 
nation to be held on September 6th for 
the positions of postal clerks and car- 
riers. Following is the order, which ex- 
plains how the examination will be held: 
“The United States civil service com- 
mission announces that a special exam 
nation will be held by its postoffice board 
of examiners in Atlanta on September 6th, 
commencing at 9 a. m., for the positions 

of clerk and carrier in the postoffice. 

The examination will consist of spelling, 
arithmetic, letter writing, penmanship, 
copying from plain copy, geography of 
the United States and reading addresses. 
The arithmetic will consist of tests in 
the fundamental principles, extending as 
far as common and decimal fractions and 
embracing problems. 

“The age limitations for this examina- 
tion are as follows: 

“Clerk, not less than elghteen years. 

‘Carrier, between twenty-one and forty. 

“Applicants for carrier must weigh at 
least 125 pounds, must be not less than 
five feet four inches in height, and must 
file with their applications a medical wer- 
tificate, on form 19, showing them to be 
not under the required weight and height 
and to possess the required qualifica- 
tions. 

‘No application will be accepted for 
this examination unless filed in complete 
form with the board at the postoffice in, 
the city named above, before the hour of 
closing business on August 381, 1899. 

“Applications should be filed promptly 
in order that time may remain for cor- 
rection if necessary. 

“This examination {is open to all citl- 
zens of the United States who may desire 
to enter the service, and who comply with 
the requirements. All guch persons are 
invited to apply; but attention is in- 
vited to the fact that it is the practice 
of the postoffice department in making 
appointments to the grades of clerk and

In 1891, when the general consolidation 
was granted, the old Peters lines had a 
franchise exempting all the property 
from taxation for fifty years, or rather 
for twenty-nine years from 1891. The 
council then sald to the consolidated com- 
pany: “In consideration of the addition- 
al franchises you are asking for, you 
must waive the exemption from taxation 
and let all the lines pay taxes next year 
and thereafter.’’ The proposition was ac- 
cepted and all their lines have been 
taxed from that time. 

The same company had the right to 
cross Broad street bridge for the same 
number of years. The council told thea 
new company it must pay $5,000 to the 
city every time a new bridge has to be 
built. The company accepted the propo- 
sition and paid the $5,000 towards the 
present Broad street bridge. 

At the present time these companies are 
I would say 
to them: “If you will agree to pay the 
city a certain part of your gross income, 
we will grant you these franchises; if 
not, we will give them to such companies 
as will pay the fixed per centum to the 
city.’’ 

I belleve In looking out for the interest 
of Atlanta.

Instantly a thousand sabers 
leaped from their scabbards, and the old 
hall resounded with the ery: ““Moriamur 
pro rege nostro, Maria Theresa!’ (“We 
will die for our king, Maria Theresa!’’) 
They called her “king,” in order to avoid 
any dispute as to the validity of a queens 
claim. The same patriotic exultation man- 
ifested itself when the duke of Lorraine 
took the oath as co-regent of the King- 
dom, 

This was no savage outburst, no mo- 
mentary emotion produced by a well-ar-~ 
ranged, picturesque tableax. Ferocious 
tribes from the far-off boundaries of the 
empire gave immediate practical evidence 
of their chivalry by putting all their 
wealth and strength at the disposal of 
their sovereign. To the amazement 01 
France and Prussia, Vienna was at once 
fortified by these wild warriors. The 
Croatians swam the Danube with their 
weapons in their mouths, and, mounting 
upon each other's shoulders, scaled the 
walls. The unexpected success of these 
hordes of faithful allies forced Frederick 
the Great to suggest compromise; Charles 
VII died opportunely, charging his son 
to carry the war no further; the French, 
decimated by famine and starvation, fled 
across the Rhine, and the triumphant 
young queen celebrated the evacuation of 
Prague with chariot races, in which she 
took the reins and with her sister rode 
standing around the course. 

The timely death of Charles VII now af- 
forded Maria Theresa opportunity of car- 
ryving out her long-cherished plan of se- 
curing the election of her husband as em- 
peror. He was accordingly crowned in 
1745, and his wife, watching the ceremony 
from a balcony, was the first to start the 
cheer, “‘Long live the emperor, Francis 
I!’ In acknowledement of this ceremony 
wag called thereafter “the empress 
queen.’’ Her efforts to induce her hus- 
band to share with her the affairs of state 
were, however, quite thrown away. Mran- 
cis | Was too much engrossed in pleasure 
and in spending large sums in pursuit 
of the §hilosopher’s stone te accept the 
opportunity that his wife generously af- 
forded him of rtsing from @ mere figure-| 
head to the position of commanding sov- 
ereign of Europe.

After all this waste 
of blood and treasure, Louis AV, haugh- 
tily declaring that he treated as a prince 
and not as a merchant, restored his 
conquests, thereby leaving France and’ 
England in the same condition that they. 
began the war. 

Mama Theresa, notwithstanding the 
drain of the conflict, had, through her ad-. 
ministrative vigilance, filled the treasugy; 
which her father left destitute of a florin, 
with a revenue exceeding that of her pre- 
decessors by 6,000,000. During the elght 
peaceful years following the war of the 
Austrian succession the empress turned 
her mind upon the internal administra- 
tion of her government. Agriculture was 
revived; glass, woolen and silk manufac-, 
tories were introduced; public libraries 
were endowed; the feudal system was

An elderly and scholarly gentleman who 
Aas never found it necessary in his con- 
versation to us6 certain slang expres- 
skns that many cultured people coun- 
fepance as being ‘‘so expressive,’ assert- 
ed in a conversation that the 
growing carelessness in speech and gram- 
grar even among so-called educated peo- 
ple was becoming more appalling each 
day. 

He then quoted verbatim from a con- 
versation that he had had with a lady 
who prides herself not only on her clever- 


recent 


ness and intellectual ability, but on her 
knowledge of those studjes that in their 
depth and thought searecely tempt others 
than the students or the scholars of the 
day to master them, 

In the sentences quoted, she had not 
only failed to pronounce two of the 
words correctly, but had made a mistake 
jn grammar, and indulged in an inaccu- 
racy of facts. 

“1 would not have minded the inaceu- 
racy in facts,’ he said, laughingly, ‘“‘for 
J had in a sense deceived her by saxsing 
I knew little of the subject she discuss- 
ed, but the grammatical error and the 
mispronunciation of the word were 
scaroely consistent with ‘her studious 
efforts. 

“Grammatical errors and careless pro- 
nunciation can frequently be overlooked 
even in educated people whose business, 
lead them 
that will 
upon speech as well 
ag voice and manner. But there seems 
that littie excuse can be made for the 
people of studious proclivities and intel- 
lectual aspirations, who, going beyond 
the subjects that engage the average peo- 
ple in conversation, presume to discuss 
those that are treated of courteously 
even by the professional thinkers. 

“Certain ones among these ambitious

PRESIDENT POLLOGK’S SPEECH 


Able Address Delivered at Hill Ban- 
quet in Macon. 


MUCH ENTHUSIASM AROUSED 


—_—— SS  e 


President Pollock Has Been Compii- 
mented for His Address Ali 
Over the State. 


The address of President Pollock, of 
Mercer university, at the Hill banquet in 
Macon Thursday evening, was one of the 
distinct features of what is regarded one 
of the most successful banquets ever held 
in the state. 

The address came near the close of the 
dinner and was received with great en- 
thusiasm. The address of President Pol- 
lock, in part, follows: 

‘It gives me pleasure to represent the 
facuity of Mercer university on this de- 
lightful and auspicious occasion. My col- 
leagues of the iiterary faculty are dur- 
ing this summer season scattered to uhe 
ends of intellectual America—some of 
them at Harvard, some of them at Chica- 
60 and elsewhere renewing their intellec- 
tual youth and storing up fresh inspira- 
tion and power for the coming college 


year. They regret, | am sure, that they * 


cannot be here, and I regret for them what 
ciroumstances do not permit them to 
share in this delightful occasion. My col- 
leagues of our splendid law faculty, with 
that peerless orator and jurist, Judge 
Emory Speer, as dean, are present. We 
Shall have to make up tn the warmth of 
our congratulations and good will what 
we lack in numbers. 

It is perhaps proper that I should 
speak for our gpeat and growing Baptist 
Keonstituency Georgia, which, with 
splendid and increasing enthusiasm, is 
Siving itself more generously and freely 
to the problem of higher education. What 
shall I say for them? To tell the truth, 

ptists are very fond of speaking for 
themselves. It ig a sort of inalienable 
right they claim. They are, however, not 
Strangers to the more heroic service of 
speaking for another. Not infrequently 
they have played, in the great drama of 
democracy, the chivalric part of the gen- 
erous and faithful John Alden by persis- 
tently and unselfishly wooing the fair pu- 
ritan Priseilla of the modern state in be- 
half of human equality, individual liberty, 
and Christian fraternity. 

“Let them speak for themselves on this 
oceasion, 

“Two years ago at the Georgia Baptist 
convention in Augusta, the following res- 
olution was passed without a dissenting 
voice: ‘With the state in the field of high- 
er education and there to stay, but one 
solution offers to us of the antagonism 
between the university and the denomina- 
tional colleges. We venture to suggest 
that this solution ig the generous and 
ample endowment of the university; that 
it be made a university in fact as well 
aS in name.’ The concluding part of the 
resolution expresses the opinion that 
when this fs done, ‘conflict of competition 
will cease.’ This it seems would commit 
the Baptists to an ample and generous 
endowment of the university, if it should 
care to develop in the direction of a grad- 
uate school or of a university proper. The 
theoretical optimism in the resolution 
seems to prophesy that in such an event 
‘conflict of competition will cease.’ Now 
competition can be of two Kinds: First, a 
forced and unnatural competition where 
fundamental elements of justice are vio- 
lated, but where there is only a generous 
rivairy in high service. Fundamentally 
the resolution from which I quote, accord- 
ing to my personal interpretation, is a 
compromise measure among the Baptists 
of the state and is favorable to the uni- 
versity. Baptists have never been known 
to attack in an organized way the univer- 
sity in order to destroy it. Back of the 
resolution, however, lies the deeper ques- 
tlon which is not as yet settled in the 
public mind. This question has reference 
to the limitations of the state in matters 
of higher education—namely, whether the 
state ahould at all support an institution 
of higher learning in whole or in part 
from the public treasury. There is not 
uniformity of conviction among Baptists 
themselves on this point. In the public 
mind at large it is an unsettled question. 
It must be reckoned with. It can be made 
a basis for intense partisanship and prei- 
udice, It cannot be dismissed with a wave 
of the hand. 

‘In the second place, free tuition at the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial at Mli- 
ledgeville and at the state university at 
Athens, relates itself In a vital wav to the 
problem of higher education in Georgia. 
It seems to be pretty generally agreed 
that denominational colleges and private 
female schools can never hope to dimin- 
ish their tuition fee. The economic condi- 
tions through which we are passing in the 
south will not permit this. It is claimed 
that the whole history of education in the 
east ‘has demonstrated that the tuition fee 
in private institutions has steadily in- 
creased. The female colleges of Georgia 
have felt very keenly the competition of 
the Georgia Normal and Industria! school 
with its free tuition and with the neces- 
sary equipment supplied annually from 
the state treagury. It remains for the 
statesmanship of Georgta to decide 
whether this competition is, everything 
considered, wise and just: at least there 
is a high obligation on our law making 
power, in return for the splendid service 
rendered to the state free of cost by our 
female colleges, to be as liberal toward 
them as the principle of highest equity, 
civic and educational, will permit. 

‘Free tuttion may be an element in the 
‘conflict of competition’ referred to in the 
resolution adopted by the Georgia Buptist 
convention. There are many who are in- 
clined to ask if it would be a violation of 
any law or principle to charge tuition at 
the state university. If law only, they 


say that might be changed. It is argued | 


that if tuition should be charged on the 
basis of Hmory's and Mercer's tuition, it 
would provide an additional income of 
$6,000 or $7,000 a year for the university. 
In connection with this suggestion, the 
following questions might arise: Would 
this additional inerease {in the funds of 
the university be desirable? Would it di- 
minish the number of students at the uni- 


versity? Hes not friction been engender- | 


ed in the past when the state university 
has asked for donations from the public 
taxes for enlargement? 

“Third, and finally. The operation of the 
resent law with reference to the contri- 
sution of educational institutions in the 
State, raises some important questions. 
The private female colleges are taxed on 


their endowment, college plant and equip- :

ment. Emory and Mercer are taxed on 
their endowment. This taxation is an in- 
direct support, which these private insti- 


as“taxes for the maintenance of the free 
state schools. It evidently therefore, is a 
proper question as to how liberal the 
state can afford to be without the viola- 
tion of principle in its reiation to the 
institution of higher learning in the state. 

“TT am aware that there are great diffi- 
culties here. I] Know there is danger that 
the concrete facts I have mentioned may 
be judged apart from the large relations, 
civic and otherwise, which they sustain, 
and that the judgment reached inay 
therefore, be incorrect. 

“Why have I rehearsed these difficul- 
ties? In order to emphasize the great and 
growing need of educational statesman- 
ship, in the broad and liberal 
among the forces that stand back of the 
University of. Georgia, among the forces 
that stand back of Emory and Mercer, as 


well as among the forces that stand back | 


of the private institutions of higher learn- 
ing in cur state. Primarily, however, I 
mention them in order io pay the higthest 
compliment to the new chancellor of the 
1 heartily 
ihe splendid ability

and to ald in their solution. A distin- 
xuished man of large influence in the 
state of Georgia was heard to remark 
recently that it was a matter of indif- 
ference to him whether Emory and Mer- 
eer contimued to exigt at all; that he he- 
lieved in a great system of state educa- 
tion.

LAST NONTH BROKE 
JULY HEAT RECORD 


The month of July, just past, was a 
scorcher, and while the people of Atlanta 


| were busy complaining of the heat, a new 
‘record for July was being made. 


The 
mean temperature for the month was 79.2 
degrees, which was 2 degrees higher than 
Atlanta has ever had it before. 

In 1880 the mean temperature for the 
month was 79, and in 1885 is was the same 
thing, but this July holds the record for 
heat. Not only was the mean temperature 
for the month very high, but there were 
some exceptionally hot days. The high- 
est temperature for the month occurred 
on the 17th, when the mercury got up to 
97. On the 13th and 14th the highest was 
95 degrees. On the 15th and 16th the high- 


' est was 96 and on the 17th the highest was 


%, making five successive days. very 
warm. 

Several days during the month the max- 
{mum temperature went above 9, and in 
addition to the heat the humidity was very 
great all the month. The lowest point 
touched by the mercury all the month was 
6. on the 2d day. The greatest daily 
range of temperature occurred on the 17th 
of the month, and was 2 degrees. So far 
this year has been much warmer than the 
average. The accumulated excess of daily 
mean temperature since the Ist of January 
at the close of July was 108 degrees. The 
prevailing direction of the wind during 
the month was southwest and the total 
wind movement was 5,780 miles. The max- 
imum velocity of the wind during the 
month was forty-four miles an hour, on 
the 17th. 

The rainfall for the month was also in 
excess of the average for July. During 
the month 6.42 inches of rain fell, and the 
average for the month is 4.97 inches.

NO RIOT AT FORT M’PHERSON 


Officials Deny Report Publishei to 
That Effect Yesterday. 


OTHER NEWS AT THE FORT 


Recruiting Continuegs—The Board of 
Examiners Met for First Time 
Yesterday Morning.

The newspaper report published 
terday to the effect that a riot between 
the regulars and volunteers, resulting in 
the serious wounding of eight men, had 
occurred at Fort McPherson on lust 
Thursday night, is emphatically denied by 
the officers at the fort, who claim it to 
be without the slightest foundation jn 
fact. 

Lieutenant Offley, who is én command 
of the fort, in speaking of the publication 
said last night: 

“I was never more surprised in my life 
to see such a report published. Not only 
Was there no big riot, to quell which a 
company of regulars were called out by 
the post commander, but there was com- 
parative quiet at the fort, considering the 
the day before had pay 
and a few of the soldiers had got 
drunk in the elty. 

“But to there being a riot, 
Positively say that the whole story is a 
mere fanciful fabrication. There 1s the 
very best of feelings existing at present 
between the regulars and volunteers, and 
is absolutely no danger of a fot 
or big fight between them. The only fignt 
at the fort during the day was a small 
between two regulars at the ‘can- 
teen,’ Which did not result seriously. 
Both of the participants in it were fined 
$10 each today.” 

The recruiting of the Twenty-ninth con- 
tinues regularly every day, the number of 
men enlisting rapidly increasing. Thera, 
a total of 625 men in the regi-
